ELKIXS, W. Va., October 21 —Four 


persons were instantly killed and two 
injured and an engine totally destroy- 
ed in an explosion here on the West 
Virginia Central this afternoon about 
2:30 o'clock.

The death of Mrs. Martha Babbett 


was particularly ead. She was sitting 
in her kitchen, watching the newly 
repaired engine come out of the shops, 
when the explosion occurred. A piece 
of the boiler was blown through the 
side of her house and struck her on the 
head, killing her instantly. She was 
a widow. The cause of the explosion 
will never be known, as there was no- 
body left to tell the tale.

Court Costs Increasing. 


The September term of the court of 


quarter sessions shows 69 cases on the 
list. When the cases were called they 
melted away as rapidly as snow on a 
summer day. In fast, there was, as a 
rale, nothing in the prosecutions and 
no reason why they should have been 
brought into court. Out of this long 
Hat c.f cases there were fewer convic- 
tions than at any September criminal 
court for years. 
But poor Bedford 


county had to pay the bills. Over six 
hundred dollars in costs were paid out 
by the county in cases in which the 
juries returned verdicts of not guilty 
or indictments were quashed or case 
dismissed by the court. The criminal 
court cost the county over one thous- 
and dollars at last sessions and practi- 
cally amounted to nothing. Has the 
county no friends among the present 
officials? 


Higher Taxes. 


Instructions have goae out from the 


commissioners' office to the assessors 
of the several boroughs aud townships 
of this county to assess all property at 
its full value. 
Plainly understood, 


this means that in the past property 
has been assessed at what was suppos- 
ed to be two-thirds of its actual 
value, but the constantly increasing 
debt of the county made it necessary 
last year to increase the tax rate from 
five mills to six mills, and as the debt 
grows this rate would have to bain- 
creased from year to year. By assess 
iog a1! the property one-third or more 
higher than in the past the taxes 
caa be largely increased 
without 


raising the tax rate each year. Taut 
a i'arm assessed last year at 51,000 at 
the six mill rate was required to p^y 
86 county tax. The same farm under 
the instruction from the commission- 
ers' office to the assessors will here- 
after be assessed at aboutSl 500 and a1 
the tax rate of six mills will have 89 
county tax. The commissioners, then, 
by a show of economy, might reduce 
the tax rate to five mills, but this 
would produce 87 50 county tax, or one- 
fourth more taxes than at present val- 
uation, or one-half more than before 
the tax rate was increased from five to 
six mills. By this increased assess- 
ment it will be easy to collect from 
farmers and other property owners of 
Bedford county many thousands of 
dollars more than is now collected, 
and with the present county manage- 
ment this increased sum collected from 
the people will be easily squandered.

JOEL s. HILL. 


Joel Q. Hill, of the Twenty-sixth dis- 


trict,comprising the counties of Susque- 
hannaand Wayne, was born in Otsego 
county, N. Y., on August 1, 1845 At 
the age of three yeirs he was taken by 
his parents to Equinunk, Wayne coun- 
ty, where he received a common school 
education. He enlisted in 1863 in Com- 
pany F, Fiftieth New York volunteers, 
and served with his regiment until 
the close of the war and was present 
at the surrender of General Lee to 
General Grant at Appomattox Court 
House, Va.

1876 he purchased a tract of woodland 
in Wayne county consisting of about 
1,500 acres, and turned the forest into 
building timber and made out of it a 
productive farm. Mr. Hill is an active 
and popular Democrat and in 1853 his 
party honored him with the nomina- 
tion for county commifsipner. 
The 


voters of Wayne county did the rest. 
In 1896 the Democratic party recog- 
nized the satisfactory manner in which 
he had filled tae office by giving him 
a renomination and he was elected the 
second time.

at Princeton college, where he gradua- 
ted in 1875, well up in his class.

JOHK A, WARD. 


John A. Ward was born in Philadel- 


phia on August 15, 1860, and was edu- 
:ated in St. Paul's parochial school and 
in LaSalle college, being graduated 
from the latter institution in 1878, with 
the degree of bachelor of arts. Three 
years later his alma mater conferred 
upon him the honorary degree of mas- 
ter of arts. Choosing the law as his 
vocation he became a student in the 
offico of Gen. William McCandless, sec- 
retary of internal affairs. This was 
in August, 1878, and in October, 1881, 
he was admitted to the bar. Fellow- 
members of his profession, regardless 
of their party faith, freely and admir- 
ingly concede his high ability as a law- 
yer and none envy him the large meas- 
ure of success he has achieved. When 
Robert E. Pattison was first elected gov- 
ernor and Michael Arnold was chosen 
for the first time as judge of the cou.-t 
of common pleas John A. Ward, to 
strengthen the party organization, ac- 
cepted the nomination for select coun- 
cil from the Twelfth ward and met the 
defeat that 
was 
not unexpected. 


Again he entered the field in 1893, th-s 
time ai= a candidate for state senator, 
and while he looked for defeat, he en- 
joyed the personal gratification of 
carrying his own ward, the Twelfth, 
by nearly 800 majority.

the laws but refuse to pay the bosses 
for the privilege. 


Contractors doing public work are 


compelled to include in their bids the 
commission which is demanded by the 
political machine. The arbitrary pow- 
er which inspectors have of accepting 
or rejecting materials is sufficient to 
rain any contractor who is foolhardy 
enough to undertake public work witb- 
ut becoming a party to this conspir- 
acy. 


The public pay roll is padded and 


wages are paid in the name of men 
who are dead, or of those who never 
lived, for wrrk which is never done 
but for which taxes are collected. 


The great daily pipers are bribed by 


contracts for puolic printing which 
the bosses give out at extravagant 
prices. For instance, the public print- 
ing in Cincinnati is divided between 
two Bepublicin papers, each receiving 
$18,000 a year. 
Recently a law was 


passed requiring public printing to be 
given to Democratic pipers also, and 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, claiming to 
be a Democratic paper, and the only 
one, gets all the printing, which 
i mounts to about 835,000 a year, minus 
the share which goes to the machine. 
This paper has not supported a Demo- 
cratic ticket since 1896, except once 
ivhen its owner was a candidate. 
It 


is Democratic for purposes of public 
printing only. 


Undoubtedly, the most prolific source 


of corruption is in the granting o( 
franchises. 
It is the common belief 


that enormous bribes are given for 
these privileges and political accidents, 
such as the nomination of Joseph W. 
Folk, occasionally give us a glimpse 
into the political d-pths. 


In order to make it appear that these 


frauds arc acquiesced in by the people, 
SetitiouB majorities are secured by 
padded registration lists and profes- 
sional "repeaters" are employed to go 
from precinct to precinct, voting under 
assumed names, under the direction of 
city officials and with the protection of 
the police. 


What shall we say of cities like Cin- 


cinnati and Philadelphia, where these 
conditions prevail year after year 
without provoking a storm ol indigna- 
tion? Some s»y the people do not 
know. Then let us work patiently for 
their enlightenment. Some say the 
people know and do not care. If this 
U true, it is an "astonishing and hor- 
rible thing."

But we may take the 
record o£ the sessions of 1901 and 1903 
and find room for the most conspicu- 
ously bad bill's he supported. In the 
se=bion of 1901 the storm centre of 
corruption was the bill known as the 
Pittsburg "ripper." The purpose of 
that, bill was to legislate out of office 
public servants chosen by the people 
for no other reason than that they re- 
fused to yield willing obedience to the 
mandates of the boss. Senator Snyder 
was one of its most active supporters. 
He appeared to take delight in the in- 
famy of his action

But there were dozens ot othar bills 


peeking wuh corruption which had his 
earnest support during that session. 
Among them were the Philadelphia 
"ripper," Eubspqaently declared uncon- 
Btituional by the supreme court; the 
measure creating 
another 
court In 


Philadelphia against the piotebt of the 
bench, bai and a vast majonty of the 
people, the franchise grabs, which be- 
stowed upon a lot of political adven- 
turers property of the people of the ag- 
gregate value of millions of dollars, 
and the Steinman canal grab bill. For 
the Philadelphia part of the franchise 
grab Mr. John Wanimaker offered the 
cash consideration of ?2 500,000, while 
the Pittsburg end, which 
went to 


Quay's son and the Bigelows, was 
equally valuable. 


The Erie land grab was one of tho 


most unique sv,./idles ever perpetrated 
by a corrupt legislative clique. tres- 
que Isle is a l.usi' body of land which 
forms oue side ol' the beautiful harbor 
of Lake Erie at the city of Brie. A 
group of land-grabbers have baon striv- 
ing for years to get possession of that 
lovely spot. 
In the session of 1901 


they swooped down on the legislature 
laden with boodle. The measure was 
pressed with impudent vigor and per- 
sistency. It was defeated in the House 
of Representatives, reconsidered and 
passed by Iraud. 
The next day the 


fraud was exposed and the measure 
put back upon the calendar, where it 
remained for some weeks and was fin- 
ally deteated. uut it passed the senato 
and among its most earnest support- 
ers was Senator William P. Snyder. 


The Multiplication of Offices. 


One of the p°tly swindles of that 


machine governed and boss ridden leg- 
islature was the measure increasing 
the clerk hire allowances of the su- 
preme court judges 
Under a pievious 


law for Vniich Snvder had voted each 
supreme court judge was allowed 
a 


clerk at a salary of $1000 a year. At 
that it was a most desirable position 
and you couldn't have driven any occu- 
pant out with a battery of Galling 
guns. But the machine wanted to in- 
crease the reward for party services to 
those gcntl'-meu and a bill increasing 
their salaries to ^2500 a year was In- 
troduced 
Some of the judges protest- 


ed against the extia^asance, but the 
machine le^.slattue 
disregarded the 


protest and lailroacied the bill through. 
One of the active leaders in the trans- 
action was Senator William P. Sny- 
der.

The people of Pittsburg 


piotested vnemently, but that made 
no difference to Snyder. Finally 
a 


vast delegation of business men repre- 
tenting the board of trade and other 
tivic organizations went to Ilarrisburg 
iind frightened the machine leaders un- 
til they abandoned the enterprise. But 
the last to give up was Snyder. 


Montgomery County Court Bill. 


The talk of the town during that ses- 


sion was the bill creating an oiphans' 
court in Montgomeiy county. That 
county was represented in the senate 
of that session by Senator John 
A. 


Wentz, who protested most emphatic- 
ally against the profligacy involved in 
the measure. He "aid the people were 
opposed to it almost unanimously and 
declared that if action was postponed 
on the measure for a few days he would 
prove his btatenient.

pay roils and make up deficits on any 
old account. Expenses, so much, is a 
comprehensive and confusing expres- 
sion. But if itemized statements were 
required 
there would be no oppor- 


tunity to pad pay rolls or supply de- 
ficiency through other irregularities. 
For this leason the bill m question 
was introduced—if 
promptly defeat- 


ed, among its most active antagonists 
being Senator William P. Snyder 


Mr. Croasy's amendment to the road 


bill of that session, providing for the 
taxation of corporations to pay the ex- 
penses ot load building, maintenance 
and improvement, was also opposed 
by Senator Sn>der with equal energy 
and earnestness. He preferred to pul 
that burden on the fanners.

The legislature ot 1903 was less pro-

Nearly fourteen million dollars of 


the taxjiayiTs' i.;uney, not counting the 
throe and tlires-fourths million in the 
state's sinking fund, v/ere held by the 
Republican machine's favorite banks 
and trust companies, at the beginning 
of this rn<.".itli, for the mutual benefit of 
themselves and that machine. The 
exact amount iv;:s ?13,C26,191.34, an in- 
crease 01: more than $700,000 over the 
total amount in the 118 depositories a 
month before. And yet during Septem- 
ber $2.500,000 of the school appropria- 
tion was paid out. This vast diversion 
of the public funds as a matter of par- 
tisan favoritism and profit exceeds the 
record for any previous month in the 
history of the 
commonwealth and 


proves the timeliness o f ' ! e Democratic 
state platform's condemnation of the 
financial system which "results in the 
accumulation of a large and unneces- 
sary surplus in the state treasury for 
distribution among political or of fa- 
vored banks and presents a constant 
temptation to extravagant appropria- 
tions and expenditures." 


Apart from consideration of the tak- 


ing of millions annually from the coun- 
ties in license money, which the Demo- 
cratic ijlatform contends should be left 
with them to pay for local improve- 
ments and thereby reduce local taxa- 
tion, tius enormous surplus is used to 
maintain the machine which makes the 
public interest subsidiary to the pur- 
poses of a cort-upt partisan leadership. 
Republican managers when accused of 
this have 
pleaded that the treasury 


must keep a great balance to meet such 
drafts as those made by the public 
schools. But the surplus grows stead- 
ily from a cause to which they never 
refer—the constantly increasing reve- 
nue which the state does not need. The 
manipulators of the fund trample upon 
the principle that the money the tax- 
payers pays to the tax gatherer should 
be as sacredly held in tbe keeping of 
the state for solely public uses as 
money put into the hands of a trustee 
for specific purposes and that any di- 
version of the public funds for personal 
or partisan advantage is a breach of 
trust. 


Treasurer Selects the Banks. 


The depositories favored with this 


money are selected by the state treas- 
urer, with the approval of the revenue 
commissioners, one of whom ia him- 
self, the tivo others being the auditor 
general and secretary of the common- 
wealth. The maintenance of Republi- 
can control in the offices of the auditor 
general and state treasurer is a direct 
•warrant from the voters of the state 
for the continued maintenance of these 
conditions. As the auditor general and 
state treasurer are to bg elected next 
month the continued partisan control 
of 
the idle treasury surplus is di- 


rectly involved in the result. Two 
trusted machine leaders have been 
named tor these important offices. One 
of 
them earned his nomination by 


faithful support, of obnoxious legisla- 
tion. Both can be depended upon to 
maintain the present conditions. They 
wil! 
keep the state funds where they 


will do the most good for the machine. 


After studying results of the law re- 


quiring 2 per cent, interest for the 
state from all depositories except the 
five "active" banks, 
which 
pay 
on 


their daily balances only one and one- 
half per cent., the late Governor Hast- 
ings publicly declared that It would be 
far better for the state to hoard its 
money in vaults and receive no In- 
terest upon it than to suffer the sys- 
tem which he saw continuing. He de- 
clared thai the 
public funds 
were 


"used for political purposes by depos- 
iting them in favorite banks where 
such 
deposits are expected to yield 


returns in the shape of political influ- 
ence." He denounced the empowering 
of "the state treasurer or any man or 
men controlling him 
to 
say what 


banks shall handle the millions annu- 
ally paid into the state treasury." 


Bribed to Be Blind to Misrule. 
The names of the depositories of the 


Binking fund are never disclosed, as 
the authorities say there is no law 
compelling such publication, and they 
are evidently glad to have that excuse 
for maintaining secrecy. 
Publication 


of all the other deposits is enforced, 
however, and it shows that most of the 
favored 
financial 
isstitutiona 
have 


each one or more persons in the man- 
agement who are either conspicuous 
machine workers or are in a position 
to command favors from the Republi- 
can leaders. The other depositories 
ire practically bribed through the use 
of the state's money to be blind to 
machine misrule in Pennsylvania and 
to repel all efforts to win assistance 
from them in moves to make the gov- 
ernment honest. 
These bribed de- 


positories not only keep out of reform 
•Citation themselves but also Influence 
wide circles of friends and acquaint- 
ances to flo likewise "tor the «ak« of 
the bank." 


The machine, In addition to tlrai 


providing that appeals from advocatel 
of good government shall fall upon 
deaf ears, exacts financial tribute from 
depositories unable to supply much 
active work to maintain the power 
which purchases with the people's tax 
money the open or passive support of 
bank directorates. Among proofs of 
this is the case of an officer of a bank 
In a city on the Susquehanna river, 
who not long ago showed that he con- 
sidered his Institution highly favored 
in having a state deposit of ?25.000 
upon which he had to pay only 2 per 
cent, interest to the commonwealth. 
He contributed $250 to th« Republican 
camnaiEn and cove«ed it as an "ex-

Collapse? in recent years of Institu- 


tions which the state treasury had spe- 
cially favored 
uncovered proofs of 


cash returns to the Republican ma-

exposed ako the details of Republican 
part leaders' methods of profiting per- 
sonalK from the influence that had 
shake:, "the 
plum tree." 
Tet no 


change has been made in the corrupt 
system except to find means of swell- 
ing the surplus in order to satisfy de- 
mands from partisan henchmen for the 
favoring of additional depositories or 
the increasing of deposits in the old 
favorites. 


In distributing the surplus there has 


been 
remarkable discrimination in 


favor of Pittsburg banks. No doubt 
this resulted fiom the Quay machine's 
anxiety to adjust factional 
troubles 


which had left Allegheny politics in a 
ferment ever since the enactment of 
the second class city "ripper." 
Last 


month Pittsburg alone had 32 banks, 
trust companies and savings institu- 
tions, more than one-fourth of all the 
depositories, holding more than five 
and a half million dollars of the com- 
monwealth's money. 
That exceeds 


two-fifths of the entire surplus and 
shows one of the greatest obstacles in 
the way of Democratic efforts to im- 
prove 
governmental 
conditions in 


Allegheny and to ameliorate state 
affairs 
through the agency of that 


county. 


Machine Leaders As Directors. 


Strikingly demonstrating how the 


machines of the principal cities are 
helped by the state treasury to thwart 
the "count./'s" move for honest gov- 
ernment is the fact that all but a little 
less than two millions of the surplus 
was deposited in Philadelphia, Pitts- 
hurg, Allegheny City and Harrisburg, 
in 53 institutions. The two western 
cities had nearly -ne-ha.lf of the four- 
teen millions. There was 8600,000 in 
the Colonial Trust Company, an "ac- 
tive" depository, of which ex-Senator 
William Flinn. the ripped-out, but re- 
cently reinstated 
machine leader of 


Pittsburg, is the most Influential direc- 
tor. 
Other directors of the Colonial 


Trust include Flinn's son, George H. 
Flinn, and the Flinn-Magee confiden- 
tial agent in big transactions, M. 1C. 
McMiillln. 


Robert McAfee, who, last spring, suc- 


ceeded General Reeder as commissioner 
of banking, was a director last year of 
the "active" Allegheny National, which 
holds f7S5.369.32. 
The cashier of the 


bank, William Montgomery, Is Senator 
Quay's fiscal agent and handler of 
stocks. The president of the "active" 
Commonwealth i rust Company, of Har- 
risburg, in which the state has $437,- 
757.14, is Major Lane S. Hart, formerly 
state printer, brother of the late Wm. 
B. Hart, who was the next state treas- 
urer elected after Quay resigned from 
that office and left William Livsey to 
serve during 
the remainder of the 


term. 
The vice president of Major 


Hart's company is Judge John H. 
Weiss, of the Dauphin county court, a 
close personal friend of Quay, and the 
directors include Congressman M. E. 
Olmsted and another influential Quay 
worker, Charles H. Mullin. of Cumber- 
land county. The law excludes judges 
from the directorates of banks, but not 
of tmst companies. 


Beneficiaries of Durham Rule. 


The largest of all the d •'posits in tho 


state except that in the "active" Far- 
mers' and Mechanics', of Philadelphia, 
is that in another "active" concern, the 
Quaker City National, of that city. It 
has $864.500. 
Its president, Jacob E. 


Eidgeway. is in close personal and po- 
litical 
relations with the principal 


managers 
of the Republican 
party 


city and st.-.t". 
The chi?f leaders ol 


the 
Philadelphia 
machine do their 


banking in the"Quaker City." Its direc- 
tors included the late AbxindT Bal- 
four, whose conduct as an in^p'Ctor ol 
tlrj E?.Gtcr;i Penitentiary bro'isnt him 
under f.re, and abo the 1: to Congress- 
man Foerd^rer, whose wealth nnancet 
the city machine at times.
